The present invention relates to a composition for the improvement or treatment of 
erectile dysfunction, comprising an alcohol e^ttract of ogalpi(= Acanthopanacis Cortex) as 
an active ingredient.

1) Novelty & Inventive step 



Claims 1, 2 and 4—8 relate to an alcohol extract of ogalpi such as Acantbopanax 
senticosus, and a composition comprising the same as an active ingredient for the 
improvement or treatment of erectile dysfunction. 

The cited document Dl states that an alcohol extract of Acantbopanax senticosus has the 
cGMP— phosphodiesterase inhibitory activity and is useful for preventing and treating 
erectile dysfunction. 

Therefore, the subject— matter of claims 1, 2 and 4—8 is neither novel nor inventive 
(PCT Article 33(2) and 33(3)).
